GS "issue a later one of the points at 


issue between the Master Builders’ 

Federation and the members of the 
operatives group must become the subject 
of careful examination. The problems of 
““broken-time,” .unlike many of the other 
issues, which precipitated the present crisis, 
cannot be solved effectively by arbitrary 


| methods. Were it possible that the Federa- 


tion should concede fully to the group's 
demands under that heading the probable 
result would merely be the substitution of 
fresh injustices for those which are now 
admitted to exist. 

If, as is understood, the “ group ’’—repre- 
senting a variety of occupations, some whose 
members suffer seriously from weather un- 
certainties from which others are largely 
immune—demand a flat rate wage concession 
as an insurance against weather contingencies, 
such a claim must be rejected as being in- 
equitable from the tradesman’s and labourer & 
points ef view. 

The somewhat vague suggestion that pro- 
ceeds of general wage increases might, by 
some undefined means, be pooled by orgamsed 
labour, and distributed upon some agreed and 
equitable basis among operatives who suffer 
most severely from Broken time, opens up 
vistas of trades union organisation which are 
attractive, but extremely difficult to imple- 
ment. Other difficulties apart, the notoriously 
sectional interests of trades and labour organ- 
isations would tend to defeat any such wide- 
spread methods of equitable co-operation. 

To vistalise the many conflicts of interest 
which would complicate the administration 
of such a weather-msurance fund it must be 
assumed that the plumber, who sufiers little 
from unkind weather, would willingly pay 
over sums from his fixed wages for the benefit 
of the bricklayer, who suffers most severely ; 
and that.the painter and plasterer, for whom 
indoor work can usually be found on rainy 
days, would subscribe liberally from his 
week's wages to compensate the slater and 
the unskilled labourer for his frequent and 
heavy losses in unkind weather. To those

who are at all familiar with the normal 


domestic relationships which exist between 
certain trades unions, and more partrcularly 
between rival bodies who represent unskilled 
labour, the an pay of such Wmhar- 
monious _ self-denia would seem to 
be somewhat remote. Rather, indeed, would 
such new strains on “the solidarity of 
labour’’ seem to suggest new bones of con- 
tention than to promise new bonds of brother- 
hood ! 


' WAGE INCREASES 


There are still other obstacles. Who, for 
instance, is to blow the whistle which an- 
nounces a stoppage of ‘work and wages? Is 
it to be the foreman in charge! Or is it to 
be some representative of the trades: and 
labour organisations, whose exhypothesi 
would have to foot the “ broken time “” bill? 
And who is to decide what particular opera- 
tives will remain at work while others retire 
to enjoy the comparative luxuries of weather 
insurance? 

What about the unskilled labourer who 1s 
not a member of one of the labour organisa- 
tions who administer the finances of a co- 
operative weather insurance scheme? To that 
question the group’s answer may be that 
only members of unions who co-operate in 
the scheme shall be employed, From such 
an answer two further questions arise. First: 
would not such a drastic tightening-up of 
labour union restrictions prove to be a fresh 
incentive to jerry-builders and small specula- 
tive builders to find unskilled assistance where 
such restrictions did not prevail?’ And, 
secondly, is the principle of weather insurance 
to be restricted to city areas, where union 
organisations are strong? Or is it to be 
applied to unskilled labour in rural areas 
where the labourer may be employed to-day on 
road construction, to-morrow on _ cottage 
building—and next week on efforts to save 
the harvest? 


OTHER LABOURERS 

And when we think of road-making and 
harvesting, what of weather insurance in 
pursuits where the rainy days are even a 
more formidable fact than they are in 
Dublin’s building trades? Which reflection 
provokes the further question as to whether 
the ‘‘group”’ is only concerned to employ 
force majeure for exclusive benefit of their 
own supporters? Or whether—paying sincere 
homage to “the solidarity of labour ’’—they 
are concerned to establish a principle and 
a system, which, ceteris paribus, may be 
extended, as far as may prove to be possible, 
to deliver all wage-earners from the depriva- 
tiens of weather vagaries ? 

Is there, then, any early prospect that a 
solution will be found for the admitted in. 
equalities of broken time, as they inflict un- 
merited hardships on many sections of em- 
ployés in Dublin’s building trades? Are 
the difficulties such as to render a solution 
impossible ? 

The evils of broken time are more than 
sufficient to outweigh considerable financial 
sacrifices; and the conclusion that unrelenting 
efiorts on the part of all concerned—em- 
ployers, operatives and citizens who may have 
to foot the bill—may yet lead to the solu- 
tion of a problem which has hitherto baffled 
the best efforts of employers’ : nd operatives’ 
organisations. 

In so far as measurement of difficulties 
which must be encountered is the onlv hope- 
ful approach to the solution of any problem. 
Some of such difficulties have been. thereiore, 
set down. Approached in a spirit of partisan- 
ship, as they must be im the heated 
atmosphere of a labour dispute on many 
issues, the possibility of a sound and work- 
able solution is remote in the last cegree. 
Referred to a negotiating body, with time and 
opportunity for research and objective dis- 
cussion, a practical scheme might be 
hammered out in the course of a few weeks 
or months: 

If such general considerations find accept- 
ance the immediate duty of the Masters’ 
Federation and the operatives’ group would 
seem to be clear—it is at once to elimmate 
the weather insurance question from the issues 
in dispute. By taking that course 
two distinct advaniages may he gained. 
The minds of negotiators may be concen- 
trated on other and incomparably less com- 
pete matters at issue; and the way would 

opened up for a joint effort of men and 
masters, in an atmosphere of mutual good- 
will, to discover means and machimery 
whereby unmeriteds and exacerbating hard- 
ships may be abated—or even possibly elimi- 
nated! From such a decision ail. concerned— 
men and masters—have everything to gain, 
and nothing which is conceivable to lose, 
And, above every other consideration, the 
moment may be hastened at which the 
building and allied trades will resume their 
indispensable activities in providing ways of 
escape from the degradations and daily 
disasters of Dublin cellar-dwellings and slum 
tenement rooms |
